QUESTION OF

SOLDIER WHO WAS 
CONVICTED OF MURDER 


—— 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTIOE 
HANNA AND MR. JUSTICE MARTIN 
MAGUIRE.) 


Continuing his argument in support of the 
application of James Fennell, a private in 
the Defence Forces, for leave to appeal from 
his conviction of the murder of Sergeant 
Ryan at Collins Barracks, Cork, last 
February, Mr. Oliver Moriarty, K.C., came 
to the medical evidence which had been called 
for the defence at the trial of Fennel] at 
the Central Criminal Court, and subsequently 
went back to statements in other evidence, 
which, with the doctors’ evidence, upheld, 
he submitted, the ground of appeal that the 
verdict of the jury was against the weight 
of evidence. 

The other grounds of the appeal were that 
the trial judge had misdirected himself in 
holding that a statement made by Fennell 
to a Civic Guard sergeant while Sergeant 
Ryan still was alive was admissible in evi- 
dence, and in telling the jury that, in order 
to bring in a verdict of guilty but insane, 
the defence must satisfy them beyond reason. 
able doubt that Fennell had been insane at 
the time when the act was committed. 

With Mr. Moriarty was Mr. Paul Sullivan 
(instructed by Mr. E. A. O'Connell). 

Mr. Joseph A. McCarthy, K. C., Mr. P. J. 
McEnery, K. C., and Mr. UN D. 
Murnaghan (instructed by the Chie State 
8 for the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Moriarty said that one thing that 
would make one suspicious of the view that 
the jury took was their strong recommenda- 
tion to mercy, He submitted that the reason 
for that recommendation probably was con- 
cerned with the question of the sanity of 
Fennell, and not with the facts of the actual 
shooting 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he could not 
understand how the jury could make a stron 
recommendation to mercy on the ground o 
the insanity of Fennell when they already 
had found that he was sane. 

Mr. Moriarty suggested that the verdict 
was a compromise verdict. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—They may have 
thought that the man got some annoyance, 

Mr. Moriarty said that his submission on 
the question of sanity was concerned with 
the man's sanity at the time of the shooting. 
He submitted that the weight of the evidence 
was in favour of a finding of insanity, and 
he asked the Court to quash the conviction 
and direct that Fennell should be kept in 
custody as a criminal lunatie, or, alterna- 
tively, direct a new trial. 

Mr, Sullivan having followed on the same 
8 the further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

Further details of the attacks by the R. A. F.

Service last night. 

In North-West Germany low cloud and 
mist were widespread, and hid some of the 
targets, but others were located and identi- 
fied, it was stated. 

At Bremen the Focke-Wulf aircraft works, 
already damaged, in previous raids, was 
bombed for the second night in succession, 
and several explosions were caused and many 
fires were started. Hits with high-explosive 
bombs were also obtained on the docks. 

In the raid on the aircraft store centre at 
Paderborn one observer reported that he saw 
a large explosion between hangars, from 
which columns of smoke were seen to be ris- 
ing. One of the bombers taking part in this 
raid encountered an enemy fighter, which 
sheered off after the rear-gunner had got in 
two good bursts at lum. 


EXPLOSION IN OIL PLANT 


Acrodromes attacked in North-West Ger- 
many included those at Bielefeld, Eschwege, 
Handort and Diepholz. At Bielefeld fires 
broke out soon after the first salvo of bombs 
had been dropped, and later a series of ex- 
plosions was seen by one of the raiders a 
minute or so after he had left the target 
area. At Eschwege one salvo of bombs burst 
in a line, starting from the refuelling poins 
at the western end ot the aerodrome.
